2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims a battery on an electrically non-conductive substrate comprising electrodes and 
separator/electrolyte layer in at least one of layers and foils preformed, with electrode 
layer thickness of > 1 0 urn, at least one current diverter, and at least one battery
